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Owing to the death of the Chief 
Magistrate, little business has been 
done the past week, if we may except 
oil castor, which is active and higher, 
owing to the fire in the Collier Co.’s 
works; and essential oils, which are 
also active and higher. Prices gener 
ally remain firm. 
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candle of the world. It is certainly 
fast running out the mixtures of palm 
and tallow that have heretofore been 
the cheapeandle. It not only produces 
a cheaper candle, but one that is better 
and harder. While the candle is 
nearly obsolete with us, itis still a large 
factor in the commerce of Europe, and 
the importance of this product of 
petroleum can be readily perceived. 
In closing his remarks, our informant 
expressed the belief that petroleum 
products would yet be found that will 
meet every requirement as lubricants 
and for all purposes where animal and 
vegetable oils are now used. The 
greatest drawback experienced to the 
general introduction of mineral oils 
in all parts of the world is the offering 
of inferior and almost worthless quali- 
ties produced by unskilled, and, in 
many respects, unreliable parties, which 
the ignorance of the average consumer 
and also that of the average dealer 
permits to get into consumption, re- 
sulting in injuring the good name of 
all mineral oils. There seems to be no 
other way of preventing this than by 
educating the consumer toa knowledge 
of what constitutes a good oil.

PORTANCE OF MINERAL 
OILS. 


In a recent conversation with Mr. E. 
T. Bedford, than whom there is none 
better informed on all subjects relating 
to mineral oils, some interesting facts 
were obtained regarding the improve- 
ments that kave been made in these 
oils, and the progress made by them in 
the favor of the consuming public dur- 
ing the past few years. This progress 
is far greater than the general reader 
or even the general dealer realizes. 
There is no question but residuum oils, 
such as paraffine, are in all particulars 

vastly superior to what they were a 
few years ago; notably in their color, 
in their odor, in their high fire-test and 
in their viscosity. A few years ago 
these oils were dark in color, strong in 
odor, and very thin in viscosity, and 
seldom so perfectly made or free from 
the chemicals used in manufacturing, 
that they would retain their color. 
Experience, almost universally, was 
that they grew dark, showing that they 
were imperfectly cleansed from the 
acids used in their manufacture. This 
made them oils that would stain not 
only the fabric but even the machinery, 
and their low fire-test made them

Review of Medicine and Pharmacy, 
proofs of an article which will appear 
in the October number of that journal 
entitled “The Commercial Red Cin- 
chona Bark of the Market, what it is, 
and what it should be.” The article 
is too long to be given in our columns 
entire, but we give copious extracts 
which show the tone and spirit of the 


article. The author says: 

“The commercial aspect of the trade in red 
Cinchona Bark has seemingly been almost wholly 
neglected, either from actual indifference to the 
true state of affairs, or, more probably, on ac- 
count of ignorance of the fact that, four-fifths 
ot the so-called “Red Bark’’ of the market, is 
nearly or quite devoid of crystallizable alkaloids 
und beyond whatever tonic qualities may be ex- 
pected from the cinchotannic acid present, is 
quite devoid of remedial virtues as a medicine. 
This fact is recognized by physicians indirectly, 
without being at all aware of the actual facts, 
for who is there among us who has not, repeat- 
edly, heard physicians of long practice. say: “I 
do not use Huxham’s tincture any more. It 
seems to lose its strength and does not benefit 
my patients as it once did,”’ or who has not heard 
yonng physicians say that they do not like Hux- 
ham’s tincture, although it is so highly recom- 
mended by the old professors in the medical 
schools? 

“These physicians do not know that the “red” 
bark of the market, which is used so largely by 
the retail drug trade, usually is the “rejected 
bark” of the quinine market. This, however, is 
actually the case, and the article so universally 
sold and used under the name of commercial 
(note the qualifying adjective) red bark, is bark 
which has been rejected by the quinine manu- 
facturers, as absolutely worthless, or nearly so. 
How then, it may be asked, does this bark, known 
to be worthless, enter commerce and the drug 
market? In reply, we may say that it enters the 
drug market by being sold by the bark importers 
of New York to the so-called importers, or mid- 
dlemen and occasionally to drug brokers, 
at a cost usually averaging five or ten 
cents per pound, who in turn sell it to the 
wholesale drug nouses at prices varying 
from 15 cents to $150 per pound, the asking 
price as arule being governed by the gullibility 
of the buyer and the extent of his ignorance or 
indifference upon the subject of “Barks.”’ The 
jobbing druggist, often deceived by the polished 
superficialities of the importer (who usually 
imports it from the warehouse of some South 
American consignee across the street to his 
office), buys the bark, and it enters without other 
than casual physical examination by the stock 
clerk, who. asa rule, does not knowtrue red 
bark when he sees it, into the general stock, and 
from thence it goes to the general retail trade at 
prices varying from 25 cents to $2 25, this price 
depending largely upon the extent to which the 
wholesale buyer was deceived in making the 
purchase. If any of our readers think this story 
to the slightest extent over drawn, let him make 
the circuitof the jobbing drug trade and ask 
them what is the quality of the bark which is. 
usually sold in the retail trade?” 


While there is much that is true in 
these paragraphs, we canrfot assent to 
some of the writer’s eonclusions. It is 
true that there is more or less inferior 
red bark in the market, but that it 
amounts to so large a proportion as 
four-fifths of the whole stock we do 
not believe, It is easy to get good red 


been more perfectly made, they have 
been not only used _ extensively 
by themselves as lubricants with- 
out compounds, but have _ been 
put to many new purposes, one of 
which is their use on leather. A natu- 
ral oil is now prepared for curriers’ use 
which, according to the reports of 
practical tanners, renders the leather 
soft and pliable, and prevents it from 
blistering and gumming. While 
great improvement has been made 
in residuum oils, an almost equal 
improvement has been made in the 
darker oils and in the cylinder oils. A 
eylinder oil is made here which is en- 
tirely free from loose carbon—a perfect 
unburnt residuum, very high in fire- 
test, a sweet and soft, velvety oil. In 
black oils the fire-test has peen greatly 
improved, and they also, like the cylin- 
der oils, are free from the loose carbon 
that characterized all this class of oils 
yearsago. Asone of the best evidences 
of the service of mineral oils, Mr. Bed- 
ford cited the indorsement of them 
made by the Boston Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Insurance Company, of 
which frequent mention has _ been 
made and whose reports we have 
from time to time published in 
connection with our articles on min- 
eral and other oils. The history of 
mineral oils in Europe indicates that 
the same progress has been made there 
that has been noticed here, In 
fact, English manufacturers have 
set us the example of what it is possible 
to produce from residuum. While we 
have made great progress, we have not 
as yet quite succeeded in producing the 
oil that is made in England, though 
we have every prospect of soon reach- 
ing that standard. In speaking of the 
Scotch industry, Mr. Bedford says that 
while it is appargntly growing in ex- 
tent, it has become recognized and ad- 
mitted, both by themselves and the 
world generally, that our petroleum 
products are vastly superior as lubri- 
cants to anything that can be produced 
from the coal, or shale, as it is called, 
that is found in Scotland. It is his 
opinion that petroleum oils for almost 
all uses are bound to be. the univer- 
sally used oils the world over. 
The increasing use of mineral oils for 
lubricating purposes is crowding out 
many of the animal and vegetable oils 
that were formerly employed. Most of 
these oils canand are being used for 
other purposes, and the competition 
with mineral oil has not affected their 
production or consumption to any ap- 
preciable extent. Among other things 
petroleim if producing in its wax the 
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bark—easier, in fact, than to buy good 
yellow bark, the average qualiiy.of the 
yellow bark in market being probably 
below that of the red. The quinine 
manufacturers do not, as a rule, buy 
South American red bark, for the rea- 
son that its percentage of quinia is 
much less in proportion to that of the 
amorphous alkaloids than that of the 
yellow bark, and very much less than 
that of the East Indian bark. All bark 
imported was formerly examined by 
the custom house authorities, and re- 
jected if not up to the standard of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia—that is, 
if it did not contain at least 2 per cent. 
of alkaloids—but this practise is now 
said to have been abandoned and seme 
bark comes through which is not up to 
the standard. This is not of much con- 
sequence, however, from a commercial 
stand point, and it is understood that 
such inferior sorts are used for making 
tooth powders and similar purposes, 
though of course unscrupulous men 
may mix them with better qualities. 
Bark, whether red or yellow,is not ‘“‘re- 
jected ” by the quinine manufacturer. 
The usual course is for the manufac- 
turer, when a lot of bark is effered him, 
to have an’assay of it made privately, 
and on the basis of that to make an 
offer for the bark, which is either ae- 
cepted or rejected by the importer, at 
his discretion. Bark which fails to find 
a ready sale here is now usually sent at 
once to Europe, where quinine manu 
facturers, since the removal of the duty 
on quinine in this country, have be} 
come much more numerous than here. 
In regard to the falling off in the use 
of Huxham’s Tincture, we think that, 
so far as it exists, it may be explained 
on other grounds than that of deterii 
oration in the quality of the bark used 
in preparing it. In the first place the 
preparation is one of the “old fash- 
ioned ” remedies with the advantages 
of which the younger generation of 
physicians and which they conse- 
quently seldom prescribe, using instead 
some of the numerous pills and other 
preperations which taste better and 
are consequently coming into fashien 
to the exclusion of the older formulas. 
Another reason may be found in the 
fact that the revisers of the Phar 
copoeia made the mistake of exclwa- 
ing from the formula the saffron which, 
being an excellent stomachic, made 
the tincture more grateful to the 
stomach, more palatable, and more 
prompt and certain in its effects. 


Our contemporary says further: 


“To the retail drug trade is largely due to the 
fact that this grade of bark enters so largely into 
the merchantable article of the market. The 
primary cause of this is ignorance, and the 
remedy for it is the education of,the retail trade. 
When a druggist buys a soft Colombian or Car- 
thagena bark not worth a centa pound, and, pays 
from twenty-five to fifty cents or more for it, it 
is ignorance which prevents him from returning 
the bark at once to the jobber supplying it, for 
who among the most liberal, feels justified or 
satisfied to pay, willingly, fifty times the value of 
a drug. No! the fact must remain, that the 
grossest ignorance only, causes this, the most 
outrageous swindle perpetrated on the drug 
trade, not only to be passed over in silence, but 
through the dispensing of this bark to the patient 
or physician, the swindle to be directly and innea- 
cently perpetuated. As arule the wholesale 
trade prefer to supply a good bark to their pat 
rons, and when this bark is supplied, the igno- 
rance which causes a true bark of intrinsic value, 
from the amount of chrystallizable alkaloid cen- 
tained therein, to be sent back to the house of 
supply, with expressage perhaps added ora re- 
duction of 50 cents or $1.00 per pound made 
from the bill rendered, because the article is 
higher priced than the last, is to the greatest ex- 
tent discouraging to the wholesale handler of 
first-class goods.” 


We agree with our contemporary, 
not only in regretting that there should 
be so much ignorance as there un- 
doubtedly is among retail druggisis, 
on poiats connected with their own 
business, but also in his estimate of 
the general purity of our wholesale 
druggists. As an illustration he gives 
the following case as related to him by 
a dealer : > 


“He deplored the ignorance whi¢h prevented 
him from selling the grade of bark which he pre- 
ferred tosend out and said, naming. a retail 
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druggist of some prominence commercially; | 1mPoRTs INTO AND EXPORTS FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 


why! do you know, I sent him some very hand- 
some East Indian succirubra bark, and charged 
$1.75 for it, and he sent it back with the indig- 
nant message that “he did not want any such 
stuff sent him.’’ What do you think of that? We 
asked him what he did under the circumstances, 
to which he replied, ‘Why, of course, I couldn’t 
teil him he was a fool and lose his trade, so I sent 
him ‘Commercial red’ and c..arged him $2.25 per 
pound for it, with which he was perfectly satis- 
fied, as it was the same as he had been buying 
elsewhere.’ ” 

This our contemporary very properly 
styles a ‘‘case of ignorance pleading to 
be swindled;” and we know that it is 
not, unfortunately, an isolated case, as 
a case was related to us by Dr. Squibb 
not long ago, which was precisely 
sinilar in every respect except in the 
denouement, as the Doctor returned 
the buyer his money. 

Our contemporary enforces and il- 
lustrates his argument by several an- 
alyses of barks which are undoubtedly 
correct; and while we agree with him 
in condemning the selling of inferior 
red barks—or any other inferior drugs 
—we cannot coincide with his sweep- 
ingassertions as to the prevalence of 
the practice. The genuine South 
American red barks, as we have said, 
contain much less quinia alkaloids 
than the yellow barks, but they are 
usually prescribed by intelligent physi- 
eians where an astringent tonie is 
ealled for, and the yellow barks where 
an opposite effect is desirable. Retail 
druggists are becoming educated to 
the fact that the East India succiru- 
bra barks are better than South Amer- 
ican except in color, and ‘in time will 
eome to esteem it at its true value. 
Meantime there need be no trouble in 
getting an excellent article of red bark 
by ordering from a reputable house. 
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THE POSITION OF PIG AND COR- 
RODED LEAD. 


‘The firmness manifested by the hold- 
ers of pig lead for some weeks 
past has rather disappointed the 
expectations of consumers of the 
metal, who looked for an early de 
cline from a price which the ex- 
perience of past years has shown to 
be above the normal value of -the 
metal. Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Iron Age, presents a review of the po- 
sition of pig lead, which we reproduce 
herewith. ‘‘ The long and severe win- 
ter,” it says, by way of explanation of 
the dulness which prevailed early in 
the present year, ‘‘spoiled the spring 
trade in this article, and led to a good 
deal of disappointment, causing the 
metal to drop to 4 1-4 cents in May and 
June, but the building activity, so long 
restrained, soon developed with greater 
vigor throughout the country, and an 
uninterrupted and increasing demand 
for lead soon grew up, which has 
gradually, without much aid from 
speculation, carried the price beyond 
what it was early in the year. The fol- 
lowing table will show the course of 
the market in 1880, and so far the pres- 
ent year:

‘The excess of import into England, 
which reached its maximum in 1878 and 
1879, it will be seen has since decreased 


somewhat, and at the rate for the first 
seven months, would this year be re- 
duced to 55,820 tons. This may have 
contributed to the recent recovery in 
value in London. The fact is,that since 
the termination of the Carlist rebellion, 
Spain has turned out lead at the rate of 
0,000 to 100,000 tons annually, and the 
bulk of this has been thrown on the 
London market, while there has been 
no extra war demand. Then came the 
bad crops and the relapse into dull 
times last year; but this summer busi- 
ness has been picking up by degrees 
on the Continent, building is more ac- 
tive than usual, and the consumptive 
demand develops in a rather unex- 
pected manner. This is fortunate for 
lead producers, inasmuch as their out- 
put last year reached the unprece- 
dented aggregate of 430,000 tons, tak- 
ing all producing countries together. 
Spain, the United States, England and 
Germany turned out in 1880 no less 
than 365,000 tons jointly, and adding 
thereto Mexico, Greece, Russia, Bel- 
gium, Austria and some other coun- 
tries, with a joint production of 65,- 
000 tons, we get at the total we have 
given. Yet, in spite of this increase of 
100,000 tons in the world’s output dur- 
ing the past five or six vears, the price 
in London was, without the interfer- 
ence of speculation, higher last year 
than it was in 1879, as we have shown. 

“In the United States, production 
increases faster than it does in Western 
Europe, which is mainly owing to de 
velopments at Leadville and other 
points where argentiferous lead is 
mined, There were shipped from Lead- 
ville during the first six months of the 
current year, 18,198 tons of base bul- 
lion, against 15,172 tons during the cor- 
responding period in 1880, The appre- 
hension that we were producing more 
lead than we were able to consume, 
and that we should, therefore, be com- 
peiled to seek a market either in China 
or Europe at a very low figure sooner 
or later, in order to rid ourselves of the 
surplus, caused speculators for a rise 
to leave lead alone; but developments 
so far this year seem to prove suffi- 
ciently that current consumption has 
kept pace with the swelling output, 
and that we shall be able to absorb 
what is turned out this year, even if 
it should reach 120,000 tons—at least 
this is the belief entertained by many. 
If, however, the price be run up much 
further by speculation and Europe not 
advance in the same ratio, there would, 
of course, be some shipments this way, 
and a couple of thousand tons thus 
coming would do more harm to holders 
than a silent increase in Western out- 
put of five times this amount. Any- 
thing like an artificial excitement here 
is, therefore, to be discouraged under 
the circumstances. Lead at about 5 
cents seems to be cheap enough to 
stimulate consumption, but as soon as 
it approachas 6 cents, particularly if 
near the winter months, consumption 
would be materially curtailed.” 

Our own observation has led to the 
conclusion, long since stated in these 
columns, that 5 cents is rather too high 
to stimulate the consumption of pig 
lead. The course of values in this 
metal heretofore has indicated that 
when pig lead drops below 4 cents it is 
a purchase, but when it touches 5 its 
stability may be doubted, It is possi- 
ble, however, that the enormous con- 
sumption of lead that has been going 
on for a year past has created a condi- 
tion of affairs which will necessarily 
lead toa higher range of values than 
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, 
we have hitherto been accustomed to. 
Still we cannot believe that the mar- 
ket will range above 5 cents for any

Menhaden and Mineral Oils. 


New York, Sept. 21, 1881, 
Editor O11, Paint AND Drvue REPORTER. 

I have read with interest your article in this 
morning’s issue on ‘‘Menhaden Oil,” ‘showing 
from your collection of figures that the produc- 
tion is much smaller this year than for many 
years past, while its average price is no higher, if 
as high. You do not in this articie state any 
reason for this, but call attention of buyers to 
the probability of the oil being much higher. 
While I presume it is probable, on account of the 
recent advance in all affimal or vegetable oils, 
for fish oils of this character to advance consid- 
erably in price in sympathy with them. I still 
think that the special reason and the only reason 
why the price of this oll remains low is that 
mineral oils are being much more largely used in 
their place on leather and in places where fish 
oils are supposed to be exclusively used than 
your general reader has any idea of. Mineral oils 
certainly have kept the price of sperm oils low 
relative with their production, and I think the 
same effect is bound to be experienced in Men- 
haden oils. There is no question but what our 
mineral oils do good service as a leather oil, and 
are bound to be much more largely used and 


generally recognized for such purposes.

This 
continued for two days, then, when spectators 
and speculators came to look at the “ flowing 
well” lo! she is dry; but Mr. Scott, the owner 
had disappeared and could not be seen nor heard 
of for ten days. The workmen were very reti- 
cent and could give no information. + Did not 
not know anything,” of course. They said, how. 
ever, that Scott had gone away to secure the 
necessary tankage to store the oil in. This took 
a very long time, as it appeared to outsiders, 
and some hinted that he was making some ar. 
rangements with the Standard Oil Co., at any 
rate the Standard’s agent, or agents, spent 
considerable time in this vicinity trying to 
procure leases. They succeeded, I believe, 
in securing considerable land, and then they 
brought on the necessary machinery, tubed the 
getting 
considerable salt water and very little oil. The 
reason was that they were so slow getting the 
tubing in that the water filled tne well, and it was 
a very difficult matter to get it shut off. They 
pumped at it, however, until they had two 250 
bbl tanks filled with water, as they said. During 
the first two weeks or movre you could see all 
that was going on, but after the tanks came and 
the oil was coaxed up from the water once more, 
the ladders were taken away and no one per- 
mitted to look into them. They still gave out 
that they were only getting 144 bbls per day.How 
truthful this was I am not prepared to state, but 
these facts present themselves: Ono purty re- 
ceived from Scott, in consideration for a lease 
which he held and could rot operate in the speci 
fied time, 50 bbls of the oil, which, by the way, 
is the best natural lubricator it has ever been 
my pleasure to look upon.

I was once offered a barrel for 
$4 if I furnished the barrel, but to-day it can not 
be had for much less than $10. I heard of one 
sale of two barrels for $17. To show you that

LEGAL NOTES, 


A custom house officer, whose duty it was to 
watoh for smugglers, was passing over a wharf 
in the discharge ot his duty, without a light, and 
fellinto a slip om the wharf which was used to 
put coal on steamers, and was injured, and he 
sued the owner of the wharf for damages in Low 
vs. Grand Trunk Railway Company. The Su- 
preme Court of Muine, on June 8, in affirming a 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff, in the opinion 
by Judge Barrows, said: ‘The reasonable regard 
for the safety of those who had the right to use 
the wharf required the owners to guard this gang- 
way. In fitting up a place for business purposes, 
one is at liberty to consult his own convenience 
and profit, but not without a reasonable regard 
for the safety of those whom his operations bring 
upon his premises upon lawful business errands. 
In particular, anything which may operate as a 
trap or pitfall for those not familiar with the place, 
or moving in a dim light, is to be avoided, if rea- 
sonable care will accomplish security to life and 
imb in that respect. The position of the com- 
pany that the customs officer was upon the wharf 
by license or permission only, is not valid. The 
business to which the company devoted its 
property, under the laws of the United States, 
called for the presence there of the plaintiff as a 
night inspeetor of the custom house. He might 
lawfully conduct his visits, as to time and man- 
ner, inthe way best calculated to detect and 
prevent smuggling.” 

The statute of limitations does not begin to run 
in accounts between partners so long as there are 
debts due to and by the firm, in the opinion of 
the Virginia Court of Appeals, in Jordan ys. 
Miller, decided in June. 


A bond was given payable to the order of A., 
and was signed B. C., president of the Chester 
Mill and Porcelain Company. In the bond itself 
there was no reference whatever made to the 
Corporation, and an action was brought against 
the signer personally, but the plaintiff was 
defeated. In this case, Bryon ys. Lacey, the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina, in May, 
through Judge Smith, reversed the decision, who, 
in the opinion, said: “A contract under seal is 
the deed of the party to whose name the seal is 
annexed, although he is described as an agent or 
officer,”’ 

After a check had been given for collections 
made, the drawer made an assignment for the 
benefit of his creditors, and on the presentation 
of the check, notice of the assignment having 
been given to it, the bank refused to pay it, 
though there was a balance greater than its 
amount. In this case, German Savings Bank ys. 
Adae, in the United States Circuit Court, at St. 
Louis, Mo., in March, Judge McCrary decreed 
the payment of the check, and, in the opinion, 
said: “An assignee for the benefit of creditors 
Can assert no claim that was not good inthe 
hands of his assignor. There is certainly no 
800d ground for holding that a check or a draft 
Tawo upona fun? in bank is not an equitable 





in the mouth of the drawer or his assignee to 
say that such an instrument is not an equitable 
assignment. If it were conceded that, as a gen- 
eral rule, a check drawn upon a part of a fund in 
bank will not of itself operate as an assignment 
pro tanto, it is very clear to my mind that this is 
a case which a court of equity might well regard 
as an exception to any such general rule.”

The Menhaden Fisheries. 
The views expressed in our article on the 
decline of the menhaden fisheries are not 
shared by some of those engaged in the 
industry, and we find decided opposition , 
to the steamer theory. Mr. D. T. Church, 
a gentleman widely known in the menha- 
den product trade, who favored us with a 
visit a few days since, expressed at some 
length his views on the subject, the sub- 
stance of which was that the poor results 
of the fisheries during the past three years 
is not, in any measure, due to the employ- 
ment of steamers, but that to natural 
causes alone is to be traced the decline of 
the industry. He cites many facts in re- 
lation to menhaden and other fisheries in 
support of his theory, and his arguments 
are apparently made on a practical basis. 
Among other things he states that last year 
the fish appeared in vast bodies from the 
Battery, New York city, to Sandy Hook, 
and remained in this vicinity for 45 days, 
Suddenly on a Sunday the 
of fish was discovered off Long 
Branch. They had not been dis- 
turbed since noon of the day previous, 
but had made off without apparent cause. 
Mr. Church believes that this entirely over- 
throws the theory that steam fishing vessels 
are detrimental to the interests of the 
fishermen, as in no cther part of the 
world will be found as many fast-mov- 
ing steamers, keeping the entire ex- 
panse of water in a constant tur- 
moil. “Surely,” he said, ‘if the fish were

most inexplicable. This ix not the first 
time they have disappeared from their 
accustomed schooling grounds, and in the 
past they have remained away for years at 
a time, returning again as numerous as 
ever. This phenomenon was observed 
long before steamers were thought of in 
connection with fishing for the menhaden, 
but to this day no solution of the mystery 
has been found calculated to reconcile the 
conflicting views on the subject. By some 
thinkers the run of menhaden is likened 
to land crops. For several years the fish 
swarm the coast from the Gulf of Maine 
to Cape Hatteras, and sinally the deprada- 
tions of sharks, blue fish and other preda- 
ceous inhabitants of the sea, and, lastly, 
their capture by man, thins out the schools 
and they disappear. A few years later 
young fish, two or three inches in length, 
began to make their appearance in the 
bays and rivers, each year becoming larger, 
until after four seasons they become the 
adult fish. The catches then begin and 
continue until this crop is exhausted and 
the experience is repeated. Mr. Church 
believes that the poor fishing during the 
past few seasons is due to this natural phe- 
nomena. The results of the fisheries are 
likely to be indifferent for a year or two to 
come, after which, if the above theory is 
correct, they will be as large as any pre- 
viously known, ualess unforseen accidents 
reduce the new crop. Mr. Church and 
others have observed this year vast nun- 
bers of young menhaden, about two and a 
halfinches long, distributed along the coast 
from Buzzard’s Bay to Cape Hatteras, and 
these will no doubt reach maturity in a few 
years, forming the catches of the following 
five or six seasons. A curious fact in 
connection with the fisheries this year 
is that south of Long Island and as far as 
Charleston, the water is literally alive with 
menhaden, while to the north and east 
they are scarcely met with. It is from 
these schools or masses, as they are mure 
properly called, that the bulk of the oil 
made this year has been obtained. Catch- 
ing the fish at such a distance trom the 
factories, impairs their value for oil and re- 
sults in much waste. Having such a large 
body of fish to work upon the catches this 
season have been much better than is gen- 
erally supposed. Mr. Church states that in 
two days last week four of his vessels 
caught 4,426 bbls, or 1,327,800 fish, between 
Sandy Hook and Cape May. A large body of 
fish came into Naragansett Bay in the early 
part of July, and during that month and 
August large catches were made from them. 
They finally scattered through the rivers 
and bays, being rendered wild by the on- 
slaught of sharks and bluefish. In the 
spring, during their usual stay in large 
bodies, there was a long spell of foggy 
weather between Barnegat and Block Island 
which interfered with taking the fish, and 
on this account three-quarters of the usual 
time of fishing was lost. In regard to the 
Maine fisheries, Mr. Church says that in 
1878 fish were abundant about one 
hundred miles east of the mouth of 
the Kennebec near the northern line 
of the State, while twenty miles to 
Previous to 
this the fish had been absent from that 
ground for 30 years, and the fishermen be- 
lieved they had now come tostay. They 
did stay until the end of that season, but 
did not retu:n the next year, and since then 
there have been no menhaden north of 
Cape Cod. Similar experiences have been 
known in other localities ia times past. In 
1874, a meeting was held by the fishermen 
of Barren Island to consider the question 
whether it would not be advisable to give 
up fishing, as it was believed the large 
menhaden hud left for good, although 
there was any amount of small fish, worth- 
less except for scrap. These small fish 
were found all the way along the coast up 
to Buzzard’s Bay. Only a short dis- 
tance to the north of Cape Cod 
fishing was excellent, operations in the 
East, particularly, being carried on on 
a large scale. Soon after the tables were 
turned. The smal) fish at Barren Island 
matured, and the immense catches of 
late have been made froni these schools, 


mig 








while the crop at the East has dis- 
appeared. Mr. Church dwelt at consid- 
erable length upon the peculiar habits and 
tho unaccountable actions of the menhaden. 


When left to themselves they will leave a 
locality as quickly and unaccountably as 
when persistently attacked. Men- 
haden, it is believed, travel in circles 
like other fish. Several times schools have 
been seen too late in the day to be caught. 
The sea for acres around would be filled 
with them, but the next morning they 
would be long distances away. Ina few 
days they would be met returning to 
their starting point. Some years ago 
the fishermen found immense bodies 
off Newport, upon which they fished 
for several days, when the fish dis- 
appeared. Reports subsequently re- 
ceived from pilots of incoming vessels and 
fishermen off other points on the coast in- 
dicated the appearance of the fish, suc- 
cessively in Buzzard’s Bay, off No Man’s 
Land, Block Island and Pt. Judith, bringing 
them back to their starting point after an 
absence of two weeks. This course was 
travelled over by the fish no less than three 
times the same season. In view of the 
migratory habics of the menhaden, and the 
fact of their disappearance from and reap- 
pearance on every ground they have hith- 
erto occupied, it is evidently unprofitable 
for manufacturers to remove their factories 
because the menhiden have left their lo- 
cality. A few year's ago, when there were 
no fish to be had in this section, two man- 
ufacturers believing that the menhaden 
had left these waters forever, moved their 
factories to Maine, where there was then 
excellent fishing. It was only the follow- 
ing year, we believe, that the fish disap- 
peared from Maine waters aud reappeared 
in this locality, After waiting in vain for 
the return of the fish to the Maine coast, 
both factories have returned to the neigh- 
borhood of the cities formerly Ogcupied. 
Our informant believes that the posi- 
tion of the sun has an effect upon tke 
movements of the fish. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Churéh 
gave some interesting information regard- 
ing the yield of oil per thousand fish in 
different localities this year. The fattest 
fish were caught between New York Bay 
and Sandy Hook, the yield becoming less 
the further South catches were made. 
The average yield of fish taken off 
Sandy Hook was 56 gallons to the thou- 
sand; farther south it was less than 3 gal- 
lons, and below the Delaware it was about 
21-6 gallons. Those caught along the 
south shere of Long Island averaged a 
little over 10 yallons to the thousand, and 
a body of large fish which are l cated be- 
tween Fire Island and the Eastern end of 
Long Island give about 11 gallons. The 
Narragansett Bay fish averaged about 10 
gallons to the thousand, and the Long 
Island Sound fish 7 gallons. 


In connection with the menhaden fish- 
eries anew element has been noticed, which 
promises in time to become an important 
factor in the oil and scrap trades of this 
country. This is the employment of sharks 
and dog fish in the manufacture of these 
important articles of commerce. The livers 
of these ‘‘scavengers of the sea” afford a 
good oil, suitable in every respect for pre- 
paring leather and for similar purposes, 
while the bodies, being, like those of all 
fish, rich in ammonia, can be utilized ad- 
vantageously as fertilizing material. The 
business of catching this fish, too, will 
prove remunerative. The sharks at the 
lowest calculation will bring 1 cent per 
pound, while the expenses will be no 
greater than in fishing for menhaden. In 
regard to dog fish, the results will be as 
good, and perhaps better. The fish are 
abundant, and can be caught in seines as 
readily as menhaden. Allowing $1 per 
hundred for them, a catch of 500 fish per 
day would net the fisherman $5. A good 
deal of attention is being paid to the sub- 
ject, and doubtless shark and dogfish oil 
and scrap will soon be fixed articles of 
commerce. , 

Dog fishing has been carried on this year 
off the mouth of the Kennebec of quite an 
extensive scale. They are said to yield 
more oil, and their fertilizing element is 
richer in ammonia than that of the men- 
haden. 
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The New French Tariff.

White Lead Zincs, Etc. 


Pig lead has been very firm all the week, and at 
the close a further advance was announced. The 
demand is good. buyers being inclined to lay in 
stocks in anticipation of a larger advance, but 
the continued lightness of supplies both here and 
at the West restricts business. There have been 
sales of 300 tons common reported since our last 
at 5¥4c, Holders now want Sige. Refined is not 
in much demand, and is rominally quoted at 
5c, though we get sales of 100 tons at 5 40c. 
The St Louis market is reported as very firm at 
5 40c, with sales at that figure. 

White lead has become firmer in consequence 
of the advance in pig metal. The demand which 
previous to our last had been moderately active 
was checked early in the week, and since then 
the market has been dull. Corroders, however, 
are not anxious sellers, having very little stock 
on hand, as they have for sometime past regula- 
ted the outturn to the wants of the trade. While 
refusing bids of 7c net for lead in oil, it is proba- 

ble that they would shade 734c net for their 
larger customer, though the latter is now 
the general quotation. Dry lead is very scarce, 
and though wanted to some extent buyers are 
hot piopaicd to pay tho prices demanded for the 
small lots precurable. Corroders generally quote 
7c, but it is probable that some lots might still be 
picked up at 634 or 6%c. We hear of no out-of- 
town lead, either dry or ground in oil, offering, 
and no sales have been reported since our last. 

American oxide of zinc has sold fairly in a job- 
bing way during the week, but there has been a 
notable absence of large orders. There is a firm 
tone to the market and prices remain unchanged 
at 444@4l¢c for best, according to brand and 
quantity and 4@44c for the off-colored jgrades, 
For French zinc the demand continues moderate. 
but prices are firmly maintained at the figures 
quoted below.

Dry Colors. 


The effect of the President’s death upon com- 
mercial interests, though it had been largely dis- 
counted during his long illness, has been neces- 
sarily very great, and the paint trade has proved 
no exception in this regard. Since the date of 
the sad annuuncement, activity has given place 
to duliness. At no time within many years has a 
holiday been so generally observed as that of 
yesterday, and it is safe tosay that not a honse in 
the paint trade was open for the transaction of 
business, Now that the last mark of respect has 
been paid to the country’s dead, there is nad 
reason to believe that business will not go on as 
Smoothly and in as great yolume as before. It is 
true that, in some sections of the country, the’ 
results of the long dronght is likely to haye a 
Serious effect upon trade. but this is confined to 
the agricultural districts, and ‘we find nothing 
else in the outlook calculated to diminish the 
Prospect of a prosperous fall business. The short 
Period of quiet has had no effect upon prices, 
and the firm tone noticed in our last is still the 
Controling feature of the market, 


REDS. 


Red lead remains firm at the advatice noted 
last week. The demand has been moderate and 
ne sales of importance have come within our 
Petia during the week, Some manufac/ 

urers are short of stock, but there is a sufficient 
Supply to meet the present wants of the trade, 
We note sales of 10 tons in lots at 644c, 


Litharge is firm aud unchanged, ‘The demand

has been slow during the week, but an early im- 


provement is looked for. Stocks in all hands 
continue light and manufacturers are still far 
behind their orders. Tho sales consequently are 
nearly all for forward delivery. The reported 
transactions foot ‘up 20 tons at 644@63¢c, which 
‘were the quotations at the elose. 


Orange mineral is in the same position as when 
we last wrote. The demand for all kinds is light, 
and: for some imported brands is hardly better 
than of a retail character. American is held firm 
in sympathy with raw material, but prices show 
no change over those that have been ruling for 
some time past. We continue to quote 84@8%c 
according to quantity and brand. In German 
there is a moderate jobbing trade and no change 
in prices is noted. For the smaller lots wanted 
734@8c is demanded, but lots of 25 cks and over 
are obtainable at 4c below the inside price. 
English is still quoted at a range of 7}4@8c, but 
the lower price is only accepted on large lots, the 
general quotations for jobbing quantities being 
734@8c. For French the demand is still light for 
spot lots, and we hear of none selling to arrive. 
Prices have not changed, and we continue our 
quotations of 1144c—12c, the inside price, being 
accepted only on invoice lots. 


Quicksilver vermillion has not sold to any ex- 
tent during the week though on Saturday a little 
more activity than had characterized the market 
during the three preceding days was noted. 
The market is very firm, but no change 
in quotations is noticed. The prices agreed 
to by the manufacturers are 50c for 
lots of less than 500 lbs in 30 and 50 lb 
bags. 50c for lots of 500 lbs and over in 30 and 
50 Ib bags, and 1c per lb less in bulk package of 
100 lbs or more. Sales are reported of 4000 lbs 
at the above quotations, 

American vermilion has a fair demand ina job- 
bing way, but even the low prices fail to induce 
buyers to increase the size of their purchases. 
The agricultural implement manufacturers will 
shortly be in market and a good Fall business is in 
prospect. Prices remain quiet and unchanged, 
and the range of 1134@13c is still quoted for pure 
of the best brands.

Ready Mixed Paints. 
The check to business caused by the~ death of 
the President has boon felt in the market for 
ready mixed paints as greatly as in other 
branches of the paint trade. The cessation of 
the demand, for even so shorta time, will give 
munufacturers a better opportunity to prepare 
for the active fall trade expected, and ite effect 
consequently will be merely nominal. No further 
changes haye been made in prices or discounts, 
though it is probable that the advance in oil and 
the high cost of turpentine will render higher 
prices for paints necessary, and already an in- 
creased firmness is noticeable, 


Metallic Paints. 


While business has not been so active during 
the past week, the orders received were fora 
eonsiderable quantity, indicating that the wants 
of consumers are by no means supplied. Manu- 
facturers are all far behind their orders, as the 
usual period of dullness, which they take advan- 
tage of to clear up their spring business, has been 
passed over this year, trade continuing without a 
break from early in the spring. The market, con- 
sequently, is very firm, though no advance is ex- 
pected, at least for the present. At the close the 
following were the closing quotations:

Miscellaneous. 

Fine grades of sulphate of barytes are still 
searce, but there is plenty of the poorer and 
coarse kinds. Manufacturers are behind with 
their deliveries, and the scarcity is likely to con- 
tinue for some time to come. For the finer 
kinds there is considerable inquiry, but the lower 
grades are neglected. We continue to quote $21 
@23 for prime white domestic, and $23@25 for 
imported. Off color grades are quotable at $15 
@18 as to quality, and floated at $28 for German 
and $30 for extra domestic. 

English china clay has sold to a moderate ex- 
tent in a jobbing way, but as stock on the spot 
continues light with little to arrive, prices have 
a firm support. We continue our quotatiions of 
$17@18 for medium to good, $14 50@16 for the 
inferior grades, and $2150 for superfine on the 
spot and $2050 to arrive. Domestic continues 
without animation, but prices are steudily main- 
tained. Sales of 40 cks are reported at $11 50 
@12, 

French talc has had a fair demand at unchanged 
prices. We note gales of 200 bgs at 1144@144c as 
to quantity. American is quotable at 60@65c 
according to quantity, and is in fair demand. 

Terra alba is unchanged. The demand for 
French is moderate and for jobbing quantities, 
large lots being neglected. There has been no 
alteration of prices, and while 85@95c per 100 Ibs 
are still the general quotation, we hear that some 
importers are shading the inside figures. We 
hear of sales of 50 cks in lots at 85@95c as to 
quantity and quality. The stock of English 
on the spot has received no additions since our 
last. There is not much on the way, and 
this has mostly been sold to arrive. The 
nominal quotation for lots in store is 1c per Ib, 
but it is doubtful if less would be accepted for 
lots to arrive, For domestic a moderate jobbing 
demand is still reported and prices remain as 
When last quoted.

Sound in the various price currents. 
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Something About Glue. 


Any one who has ever been in the vi- 
cinity of a glue factory has no doubt been 
strongly reminded of that fact by his nose, 
which organ informs him that the smell 
from such a factory is very bad. In fact, 
the business is so offensive that it is gen- 
erally considered a nuisance and con- 
demned to some out-of-the-way place. 
From the nature of the meterials used, glue 
factories are apt to be found in the neigh- 
borhood of slaughter-houses and tanneries, 
the refuse from these being used in the 
manufacture of the glue, for it should be 
remembered that glue is an animal product. 
The parts of animals generally used for 
glue-making are the parings of hides and 
skins trom tanneries and slaughter-houses, 
known as glue pieces, fleshings, pelts from 
furriers, hoofs and ears of cattle, horses

cellent material for the glue maker. It is 
said that the parings of ox and other thick 
hides make the best glue. Fish bones, the 
core of horns, sinews and animal mem- 
branes are all utilized for the same pur- 
pose. 


The clippings and refuse materials are 
first placed in lime, by which they are pre- 
served, and the caustic action of the lime 
also enables the hair on the scraps ot hides, 
&c., to be removed. After remaining in 
lime for some time the pieces are removed 
and are are well washed and rinsed with 
water, after which they are allowed to dry. 
They are then placed in boilers along ,with 
water, the boiling of which dissolves out 
the glue from the mass, and when the solu- 
tion is of a proper consistence it is drawn 
off, strained and allowed to stand and 
settle. After this it is boiled a second 
time, and again removed and the impuri- 
ties allowed to settle, the mass being kept 
liquid by heat for some little time. At this 
stage clarifying materials are added if de- 
sired, which give the glue & somewhat 
lighter color. 


After a sufficient time the glue is run into 
boxes somewhat smaller at the bottom than 
at the top, and when sufficiently cooled is 
turned out and cut into thin slices by a fine 
wire, in much the same manner as is soap. 
These slices are then -placed on nets 
stretched between posts, the nets being 
placed one over the other, with sufficient 
space between to allow of the free circula- 
tion of the air, the whole being covered 
with a roof to protect from rains. The 
marks seen on pieces of glue are caused by 
these nets, on which they are placed to dry. 
When the drying process is nearly com- 
pleted the glue is removed into lofts, where 
it is allowed to remain until sufficiently 
hardened. The pices of glue are again 
dried in a stove room ata high tempera- 
ture which still more hardens, and also im- 
proves the quality. 


Glue that is of good quality should con- 
tain no specks, and should be clear and 
transparent. Good glue, when put in cold 
water, swells without dissolving, and re 
sumes its original condition on being again 
dried. In preparing glue tor use, it is 
broken into small pieces, which are soaked 
in water for from ten to twenty-four hours, 
when it it is put over the fire ina glue pot 
until it is dissolved, which is much facili- 
tated by frequent stirring. The glue used 
by cabinet-makers is that of an amber color 
and is of superior quality. Glue that is 
fresh dries much more readily than that 
which has been several times reheated. 
The quality of glue is determined by the 
amount of cold water it will absorb. From 
experiments that have been made, it has 
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finest ordinary glue absorbs twelve times 
its weight of water; glue from dark bones 
absorbs nine times its weight, and ordinary 
glue made from common refuse absorbs 
three and five times its weight of water.— 
American Grocer.

If these results are compared, particu- 
larly when keeping well in view the objects 
of this investigation, viz:—the determina— 
tion -of the “amount of gum present, then 
one must first of all attach importance to 
the fact that gum must be found in all 
succus glycyrrhizae. The experiment with 
His decisive in this direction, for there is 
no doubt but that it is licorice root mac- 
erated with cold water, but this observation 
agrees with the fact that gum is to be found 
in the wood of almost every tree. The 
sample D agrees with H, when one bears 
that in mind H contains 31-56 of water, 
whilst D, only contains 14°35.° As regards 
A, which is in brick-formed pieces, the 
manufacturers have assured me that there 
is no traéée of admixture in this licor- 
ice, and that the larger amount of gum 
must be due to the fact of the root. being 
exhausted by steam. 

On the whole, A, B, U, D, and H show 
such a striking difference from £, F, and 
G, thot one can without hesitation affirm 
that gum is intentionally added to the lat- 
ter; and its admixture is doubtless made 
by the manufacturers with a view of giving 
the licorice a fine appearance, particularly 
when broken in fragmepts—but which 
makes it useless from a pharmaceutical 
point of view. 


The Microscopic Investigation. 


All the samples contained remains of 
cells as well as of starch granules. 

A, B, Cand D contained only deformed 
starch granules, which must be supposed 
to be the root’s owu starch; whereas ZH, F 
and G also contained whole and unadul- 
terated starch granules, in E only potato- 
starch, whereas F' had a mixture of wheat 
and potato-starch. In @ the starch appears 
to be added to the warm extract solution, 
by which a part is swelled up. H contain- 
ed, besides the remains of cells and de- 
formed starch granules, crystals of sugar. 

Starch granules of the licorice root mag 
nified 900 times. 

The microscopic investigation proves 
that the licorice samples HZ, Fand @ alsc 
Were adulterated with different kinds ot 
starch, besides that gum is mixed with

A Thriving Industry. 

One of the most flourishing industries 
of recent growth in New England is the 
Copperas and Venetian red works of Messrs. 
W. E. Cutter & Oo,, at Worcester, Mass. 
This house commenced business in 1876 
im the manufacture of copperas, for which 
hey had superior facilities, From a com- 





paratively small .beginning they soon in- 
cteised ‘the «working capacity of these 
works to 9,000 Ibs. daily which was soon 


‘discovered.to be a product in.excess of the 


demand; ard, in casting about for some 
new outlet for their surplus, hit upon the 
project of manufacturing Venetian red 
upon which they soon entered. Their first 
efforts in this direction were experimental 
and resulted in the production the first 
year, 1878, of but a little over 700,000 lbs. 
The.good quality of the.red, however, soon 
recommended it to public favor and orders 
rapidly increased, necessitating the erec- 
tion in 1879-80 of an extensive factory for 
the manufacture of this pigment alone. 
Little could be done to improve the requi- 
sites of this factory for effectiveness. It is 
so situated at the side of the railroad that 
all raw material is received and discharged 
in bulk almost directly at the furnace- 
room. This.room contains four furnaces 
having a combined capacity of 35 barrels 
daily, and which are run constantly Sun- 
days included. The red when taken from 
the furnaces is first allowed to cool in 
heaps and is then carried into the mixing- 
room where it is thoroughly mixed with its 
base. From there it is taken automati- 
cally to the grinders when, after being 
ground, it passes by means of buckets to 
hoppers at the top of the mill, from which 
it is packed for shipment.. So complete 
are the mechanical contrivances for hand- 
ling the red that but few men are neces- 
sary abont the mill, thereby effecting a 
large saving in labor. About four thou- 
sand pounds of copperas are used daily. 
As tothe quality of red turned out, too 
much cannot be said in its favor. Itis 
very brilliant and entirely without grit, 
while its wearing properties have proved 
themselves equal to any on the market. 
That it is recognized is abundantly proven 
by the fact that the product from the mill 
this year will exceed 3,000,000 lbs., and 
the firm are at present several weeks be- 
hind in their orders.

Purification of Water from Factories. 

1. Purification of waiter which contains 
a combination of arsenic sulphide and cal- 
cium sulphide. 

In certain tanneries great quantities of a 
mixture of caustic lime and red arsenic sul- 
phide (orpiment) are used for unhairing 
and softening the hides. These substances 
combine and form a green and soluble sul- 
pho salt, which consists of sulphide of ar- 


“senic and sulphhydrate of lime. The water 


which comes from these tanneries often 
takes a notable proportion of this poison- 
ous combination when the hides are rinsed 
and the arsenic bath cleaned out. 


One of the principal processes for punifi- 
cation consists in passing a hot-air current, 
mixed with carbonic acid, through the 
water. Sulphuret of hydrogen is set free, 
and the insoluble ursenide sulphide and 
carbonate of lime-are precipitated. But 
the purification is not complete; as, besides 
the arsensic sulphide, arsenious acid is 
formed. The filtered liquid always con- 
tains a littlé arsenious acid, and the pre- 
cipitate is composed of organic matter, car- 
bonate of lime, and arsenic sulphide, which 
makes it very difficult to use the latter 
over again. According to anothcr method, 
muriatic acid is added to the water until it 
gives a distinct acid reaction. A solution 
of chloride of calcium is formed, and a 
precipitate of arsenic sulphide, setting sul- 
phuret of hydrogen free. 

It is advisable to have the decom position 
take place in a closed reservoir, and to lead 
the sul huret of hydrogen into milk of 
lime, where it is absorbed, forming sul- 
phide of calcium. If, then, the sulphide 


of arsenic which was formed in the decom- 


position of the water is added to this lime 


sulphide, the sulphur salt, which is used 


for the unbairing, is formed again. The 
water which is drawn off is treated with 


lime, in order to neutralize the acid, and if 


time enough camnot be spared to let it set- 


tle, itis filtered, or a current. of carbonic 
acid is run in, which -precipitates the! or- 
ganic substances and small particles of ar- 
senic which it contains. 


2. Purification water which contains ar- 


senious or arsenic a¢id.—Sulphide of'cal- 


cium, or hydrous lim@ is addéd; then the 
mixture is treated with mmuriatic acid, and 
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continued the same as described in the sec- 
ond method. 

3. Purification of water which contains 
caustic lime, or sulphide of calcium, pos- 
sibly mixed with organic matter.—This 
water originates mostly in bleacheries and 
tanneries. They are purified by letting a 
current of gas, which is obtained by burn- 
ing coal, run through it, and a precipitate 
of carbonate of lime is formed. 

4. Purification of water which contains 
free chlorine, chloride of calcium, or hypo- 
chloride of calcium.—The first substances 
are principally found in water from bleach- 
eries and paper mills; the latter are formed 
in works where chlorates are prepared. A 
current of hot air mixed with carbonic 
acid is passed through until the water be- 
gins to boil. Carbonis acid drives the 
chlorine out, and the process is continued 
until the water has lost all chlorine odor. 
If the current is cold, the process takes a 
longer time. It is preferable to eperate 
with closed vessels, and to utilize the chlo- 
rine for some purpose, or to lead it into a 
high chimney, by which it becomes inof- 
fensive to the neighborhood.—Deutsehe Ind 
Zeit. 
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Nitric Acid as an Element in Fertili- 
zers. 

Dr. J B. Lawes, of England, has been 
contributing to the American Agriculluralist 
a series of articles upon the importance of 
nitrogen inthe form of nitric acid as an 


element in agriculture, which will be of 


interest to the manufacturers of fertilizing 
materials. A series of experiments conduct- 
ed by him at Rothamsted has enabled him 
to ascertain, by the aid of chemistry, the 
internal arrangement of various plants,and 
the manner in which they economise one 
important element of food which they pre- 
fer, and substitute another which is less 
palatable, but more abundant. ‘Among 
our experiments,” he says, ‘‘we have one 
upon four crops very different in charac- 
ter, which fora long period of time have 
received a large annual supply of -nineral 
food, potash, soda, magnesia, and phos- 
phates. It will be seen from the table be- 
low that there is no material difference in 
the amount of dry matter, or mineral mat- 
ter, or of nitrogen contained in the pro- 
duce thrown upon an acre of land by any 
of these four different crops:

It will be observed that the minerals and 
nitrogen form about six per cent. of the 
whole crop, and we may consider that this 
portion is derived from the soil, while the 
remaining 94 parts are obtained from the 
atmosphere. The nitrogen and minerals 
may be described as the working machine- 
ry of the plant, by which carbonic acid is 
decomposed and the carbon fixed. 

The crop ot potatoes grown by the min- 
erals amounted to a little over 4 (short) 
tons per acre; the application of 650 lbs. of 
nitrate of soda, in addition to the minerals 
increased the crop to nearly double this 
amount. The largest crop grown in any 
one year by means of the nitrate and min- 
erals combined, was about 10 tons, and as 
the minerals alone gave about 415 tons, we 
have an increase of 51g tons due to the ac- 
tion of the nitrate. One hundred pounds 
of nitrate of soda contain 1544 lbs. of nitro- 
gen, and one ton of potatoes contains 5 Ibs 
of nitrogen; if, therefore, all the nitrogen 
of the nitrate was recovered in the crop, an 
increase of 3 tons of potatoes should be ob- 
tained by the application of one cwt. of 
nitrate. Our largest increase, as I have 
pointed out, was 54g tons, but as this was 
the result obtained by the application of 
550 Ibs. of nitrate, about two-thirds of the 
amount applied was not recovered in the 
crop; of this unrecovered portion a certain 
part would have been employed in the 
growth of the leaves, and stem, and anoth- 
er in the roots—-a very considerable -pro- 
portion being either destroyed or washed 
out of the soil. 

Let us now make comparison with 
another crop. Barley, grown for 30 
years in succession with mineral manures 
alone, has given an average produce of 24 
bushels, but the addition of 275 lbs. of ni- 
















trate of soda to the minerals has mised the 
average produce to 46 bushels; the increase 
due to the nitrate of soda was therefore 22 
bushels, and during the last season, 1880, 
which was very favorable tothe barley 


crop, the increased yield obtained by the 
nitrate of soda over the minerals alone was 
33 bushels, the minerals giving 28 bushels, 
and the minerals and_ nitrate 61 bushels 
per acre! The weight of 33 bushels of bar- 
ley, including the straw, would be nearly 
4 000 Ibs., containing about 1 per cent. of 
nitrogen: the 33 bushels of barley would 
therefore contain about 40 Ibs. of nitrogen; 
and as the 275 Ibs. of nitrate of soda would 
supply about 42 Ibs, of that substance, 
it is evident that under very favorable cir- 
cumstances the greater part of the nitrogen 
supplied may be recovered in the crop. 


In agriculture, however,we can only deal 
with averages, and as the average increase 
due to the nitrate did not amount to more 
than 22 bushels, the amount of nitrogen 
recovered in the increased produce would 
be very little more than one-half of that 
supplied in the nitrate. The influence of 
the nitrate applied artificially to crops, is 
not difficult to understand. All soils, in 
addition to the mineral food of plants, con- 
tain more or less nitrogen in combination 
w.thcarbon. Every year a portion of this 
organic nitrogen is converted into nitric 
acid, which unites with lime or some other 
alkaline matter in the soil. Part of this 
nitrate of lime becomes the food of plants, 
and part is washed out of the soil or is 
otherwise lost. If more nitrates are formed 
than the growing plant can utilize—owing 
to a deficiency of the necessary mineral 
food in the soil--the nitrogen accumulates 
in the plant, the result being visible to the 
eye from the dark green color it imparts to 
the foliage. Owing to the long period of 
time during which the crops upon my 
fields have been kept under the separate 
manure ingredients, they show, when 
young, every shade of color, from a pale 
yellowish green to a dark greenish-blue. 


When a large crop is obtained by the ap- 
lication of a mineral manure such as pot- 
ash or phosphate, it is due to the fact that 
the liberated nitric acid is quite equivalent 
to the growing power of the mineral food 
in the soil, available for the use of the 
crop. After a few years application of 
these minerals alone, it would be found 
that they were less effective than when 
first used; they would then accumulate in 
the soil, only to become the food of plants 
when aided by an artificial supply of nitro- 
gen. In one of our experiments upon per- 
manent wheat, 8,000 pounds of sulphate of 
potash and the same quantity of super- 
phosphate of lime have been applied to 
one acre of land during the last thirty- 
eight years; almost the whole of this 
amount is now lying in the soil within 
reach of the crops, but unavailable for the 
use of the plant, owing to the absence of 
soluble nitrogen. Plants then derive their 
nitrogen principally from nitrate of lime 
formed from the organic nitrogen existing 
in the soil; but if a larger amount of pro- 
duce be required than this nitrate is com- 
petent to supply, recourse may be had to 
nitric acid in the form of nitrate of soda, or 
ammonia, of organic nitrogen, and the 
value of these substances is, in some de- 
gree, in proportion to the readiness with 
which they are converted into nitric acid. 

The general idea that nitrate of soda acts 
asa stimulant to vegetation is incorrect, 
The action of nitrate of soda is due to the 
fact of its furnishing plants with one very 
important element of their food, nitric acid; 
the soil farnishes the same substance, but 
not always in sufficient quantities, and the 
question as to when it will be profitable to 
employ so costly a substance, is one that 
cannot be answered without a full knowl- 
edge of all the circumstances of the par-~ 
ticular locality. 

My experiments show that, even when 
little or no loss of nitrogen takes place 
from washing, a very considerable propor- 
tion of the amount supplied is not rocov- 
ered in the crop; it is evident, therefore, 
that in the States, where nitrate is as costly 
as it is in England, and where a lower 
range of prices prevails for farm ¢rops, 
some caution must be used in its applica- 
tion,

Something About Glue. 


Any one who has ever been in the vi- 
cinity of a glue factory has no doubt been 
strongly reminded of that fact by his nose, 
which organ informs him that the smell 
from such a factory is very bad. In fact, 
the business is so offensive that it is gen- 
erally considered a nuisance and con- 
demned to some out-of-the-way place, 
From the nature of the meterials used, glue 
factories are apt to be found in the neigh- 
borhood of slaughter-houses and tanneries, 
the refuse from these being used in the 
manufacture of the glue, for it should be 
remembered that glue isan animal product. 
The parts of animals generally used for 
glue-making are the parings of hides and 
skins trom tanneries and slaughter-houses, 
known as ee pieces, aoa pelts from

and sheep. Animal skins in every form 


when unacted upon by tannic acid are ex- 


cellent material for the glue maker. It is 
said that the parings of ox and other thick 
hides make the best glue. Fish bones, the 
core of horns, sinews and animal mem- 
branes are all utilized for the same pur- 
pose. 

The clippings and refuse materials are 
first placed in lime, by which they are pre- 
served, and the caustic action of the lime 
also enables the hair on the scraps of hides, 
&c., to be removed. After remaining in 
lime for some time the pieces are removed 
and are are well washed and rinsed with 
water, after which they are allowed to dry. 
They are then placed in boilers along ,with 
water, the boiling of which dissolves out 
the glue from the mass, and when the solu- 
tion is of a proper consistence it is drawn 
off, strained and allowed to stand and 
settle. After this it is boiled a second 
time, and again removed and the impuri- 
ties allowed to settle, the mass being kept 
liquid by heat for some little time. At this 
stage clarifying materials are added if de- 
sired, which give the glue a somewhat 
lighter color. 

After a sufficient time the glue is run into 
boxes somewhat smaller at the bottom than 
at the top, and when sufficiently cooled is 
turned out and cut into thin slices bya fine 
wire, in much the same manner as is soap. 
These slices are then placed on nets 
stretched between posts, the nets being 
placed one over the other, with suflicient 
space between to allow of the free circula- 
tion of the air, the whole being covered 
with a roof to protect from rains. The 
marks seen on pieces of glue are caused by 
these nets, on which they are placed to dry. 
When the drying process is nearly com- 
pleted the glue is removed into lofts, where 
it is allowed to remain until sufficiently 
hardened. The pices of glue are again 


dried in a stove room at a high tempera- 
ture which still more hardens, and also im- 
proves the quality. 


Glue that is of good quality should con- 
and should be clear and 
transparent. Good glue, when put in cold 
water, swells without dissolving, and re 
sumes its original condition on being agaip 
dried.

If these results are compared, particu- 
larly when keeping well in view the objects 
of this investigation. viz:—the determina- 
tion of the amount of gum present, then 
one must first of all attach importance to 
the fact that gum must be found in all 
succus glycyrrhizae. The experiment with 
H is decisive in this direction, for there is 
no doubt but that it is licorice root mac- 
erated with cold water, but this observation 
agrees with the fact that gum is to be found 
in the wood of almost every tree. The 
sample D agrees with H, when one bears 
that in mind H contains 31°56 of water, 
whilst D, ouly contains 14:35, As regards 
A, which is in brick-formed pieces, the 
manufacturers have assured me that there 
is no trace of admixture in this licor- 
ice, and that the larger amount of gum 
must be due to the fact of the root being 
exhausted by steam. 

On the whole, A, B, U, D, and H show 
such a striking difference from FZ, F, and 
G, that one can without hesitation affirm 
that gum is intentionally added to the lat- 
ter; and its admixture is doubtless made 
by the manufacturers with a view of giving 
the licorice a fine appearance, particularly 
when broken in tragments—but which 
makes it useless from a pharmaceutical 
point of view. 


The Microscopic Investigation. 


All the samples contained remains of 
cells as well as of starch granules. 


A, B, Cand D contained only deformed 
starch granules, which must be supposed 
to be the root’s owu starch; whereas EL, F 
and Galso contained whole and unadul- 
terated starch granules, in H only potato- 
starch, whereas F' had a mixture of wheat 
and potato-starch. In @ the starch appears 
to be added to the warm extract solution, 
by which a part is swelled up. H contain- 
ed, besides the remains of celis and de- 
formed starch granules, crystals of sugar. 

Starch granules of the licorice root mag 
nified 900 times. 

The microscopic investigation proves 
that the licorice samples #, F'and G alsc 
weré adulterated with different kinds ot 
starch, besides that gum is mixed with 
them.

Purification of Water from Factories. 

1. Purification of water which contains 
a combination of arsenic sulphide and cal- 
cium sulphide. 

In certain tanneries great quantities of a 
mixture of caustic lime and red arsenic sul- 
phide (orpiment) are used for unhairing 
and softening the hides. ‘These substances 
combine and form a green and soluble sul- 
pho salt, which consists of sulphide of ar- 
senie and sulphhydrate of lime. The water 
which comes from these tanneries often 
takes a notable proportion of this poison- 
ous combination when the hides are rinsed 
and the arsenic bath cleaned out. 

One of the principal processes for punifi- 
cation consists in passing a bot-air current, 
mixed with carbonic acid, through the 
water. Sulphuret of hydrogen is set free, 
and the insoluble arsenide sulpbide and 
carbonate of lime are precipitated. But 
the purification is not complete; as, besides 
the arsensic sulphide, arsenious acid is 
formed. The filtered liquid always con- 
tains a little arsenious acid, and the pre- 
cipitate is composed of organic matter, car- 
bonate of lime, and arsenic sulphide, which 
makes it very difficult to use the latter 
over again. According to anothcr method, 
muriatic acid is added to the water until it 
gives a distinct acid reaction. A solution 
of chloride of calcium is formed, and a 
precipitate of arsenic sulphide, setting sul- 
phuret of hydrogen free. 

It is advisable to have the decomposition 
take place in a closed reservoir, and to lead 
the sul huret of hydrogen into milk of 
lime, where it is absorbed, forming sul- 
phide of calcium. If, then, the sulphide 
of arsenic which was formed in the decom- 
position of the water is added to this lime 
sulphide, the sulphur salt, which is used 
for the unhbairing, is formed again. The 
water which is drawn off is treated with 
lime, in order to neutralize the acid, and if 
time enough cannot be spared to let it set- 
tle, it is filtered, or a current of carbonic 
acid is run in, which precipitates the or- 
ganic substances and small particles of ar- 
senic which it contains. 

2. Purification water which contains ar- 
senious or arsenic acid.—NSulphide of cal- 
cium, or hydrous lime ig added; then the 
mixture is treated with muriatic acid, and

3. Purification of water which contains 
caustic lime, or sulphide of calcium, pos- 
sibly mixed with organic matter.—This 
water originates mostly in bleacheries and 
tanneries. They are purified by letting a 
current of gas, which is obtained by*burn- 
ing coal, ran through it, and a precipitate 
of carbonate of lime is formed. 

4 Purification of water which contains 
free chlorine, chloride of calcium, or hypo- 
chloride of calcium.—The first substances 
are principally found in water from bleach- 
eries and paper mills; the latter are formed 
in works where chlorates are prepared. A 
current of hot air mixed with carbonic 
acid is passed through until the water be- 
gins to boil. Carbonic acid drives the 
chlorine out, aud the process is continued 
until the water has lost all chlorine odor. 
If the current is cold, the process takes a 
longer time. It is preferable to eperate 
with closed vessels, and to utilize the chlo- 
rme for some purpose, or to lead it intoa 
high chimney, by which it becomes inof- 
fensive to the neighborhood.— Deutsche Ind 
Zeit.

Nitrie Acid as an Element in Fertili- 
zers, 

Dr. J B. Lawes, of England, has been 
contributing to the American Agriculluralist 
a series of articles upon the importance of 
nitrogen inthe form of nitric acid as an 
element in agriculture, which will be of 
interest to the manufacturers of fertilizing 
materials. A series of experiments conduct- 
ed by him at Rothamsted has enabled him 
to ascertain, by the aid of chemistry, the 
internal arrangement of various plants,and 
the manner in which they economise one 
important element of food which they pre- 
fer, and substitute another which is less 
palatable, but more abundant. ‘Among 
our experiments,” he says, ‘‘we have one 
upon four vrops very different in charac- 
ter, which fora long period of time have 
received a large annual supply of :nineral 
food, potash, soda, magnesia, and phos- 
phates. It will be seen from the table be- 
low that there is no material difference in 
the amount of dry matter, or mineral mat- 
ter, or of nitrogen contained in the pro- 
duce thrown upon an acre of land by any 
of these four different crops:

It will be observed that the minerals and 
nitrogen form about six per cent. of the 
whole crop, and we may consider that this 
portion is derived from the soil, while the 
remaining 94 parts are obtained from the 
atmosphere. The nitrogen and minerals 
may be described as the working machine- 
ry of the plant, by which carbonic acid is 
decomposed and the carbon fixed. 

The crop otf potatoes grown by the min- 
erals amounted to a little over 4 (short) 
tons per acre; the application of 550 Ibs. of 
nitrate of soda, in addition to the minerals 
increased the crop to nearly double this 
amount. The largest crop grown in any 
one year by means of the nitrate and min- 
erals combined, was about 10 tons, and as 
the minerals alone gave about 4'4 tons, we 
have an increase of 514 tons due to the ac- 
tion of the nitrate. One hundred pounds 
of nitrate of soda contain 15¢ lbs. of nitro- 
gen, and one ton of potatoes contains 5 lbs 
of nitrogen; if, therefore, all the nitrogen 
of the nitrate was recovered in the crop, an 
increase of 3 tons of potatoes should be ob- 
tained by the application of one cwt. of 
nitrate. Our largest increase, as I have 
pointed out, was 54g tons, but as this was 
the result obtained by the application of 
560 Ibs. of nitrate, about two-thirds of the 
amount applied was not recovered in the 
crop; of this unrecovered portion a certain 
part would have been employed in the 
growth of the leaves, and stem, and anoth- 
er in the roots—a very considerable pro- 
portion being either destroyed or washed 
out of the soil. 

Let us now make comparison with 
another crop. Barley, grown for 30 
years in succession with mineral manures 
alone, has given an average produce of 24 
bushels, but the addition of 275 lbs, of ni- 
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trate of soda to the minerals has raised the 
average produce to 46 bushels; the increase 
due to the nitrate of soda was therefore 22 
bushels, and during the last season, 1880, 
which was very fayorable tothe barley 
crop, the increased yield obtained by the 
nitrate of soda over the minerals alone was 
33 bushels, the minerals giving 28 bushels, 
andthe minerals and nitrate 61 bushels 
per acre! The weight of 33 bushels of bar- 
ley, including the straw, would be nearly 
4000 Ibs., containing about 1 per cent. of 
nitrogen: the 33 bushels of barley would 
therefore contain about 40 Ibs. of nitrogen; 
and as the 275 lbs. of nitrate of soda would 
supply about 42 Ibs, of that substance, 
it is evident that under very favorable cir- 
cumstances the greater part of the nitrogen 
supplied may be recovered in the crop. 

In agriculture, however,we can only deal 
with averages, and as the average increase 
due to the nitrate did not amount to more 
than 22 bushels, the amoynt of nitrogen 
recovered in the increased produce would 
be very little more than one-half of that 
supplied in the: nitrate. The influence of 
the nitrate applied artificially to crops, is- 
not difficult to understand. All soils, in 
addition to the mineral food of plants, con- 
tain more or less nitrogen in combination 
w.th carbon. Every year a portion of this 
organic nitrogen is converted into nitric 
acid, which unites with lime or some other 
alkaline matter in the soil. Part of this 
nitrate of lime becomes the food of plants, 
and part is washed out of the soil or is 
otherwise lost. If more nitrates are formed 
than the growing plant can utilize—owing 
to a deficiency of the necessary mineral 
food in the soil--the nitrogen accumulates 
in the plant, the result being visible to the 
eye from the dark green color it imparts to 
the foliage. Owing to the long period of 
time during which the crops upon my 
fields have been kept under the separate 
manure ingredients, they show, when 
young, every shade of color, from a pale 
yellowish green to a dark greenish-blue, 

When a large crop is obtained by the ap- 
lication of a mineral manure such as pot- 
ash or phosphate, it is due to the fact that 
the liberated nitric acid is quite equivalent 
to the growing power of the mineral food 
in the soil, available for the use of the 
crop. After a few years application of 
these minerals alone, it would be found 
that they were less effective than when 
first used; they would then accumulate in 
the soil, only to become the food of plants 
when aided by an artificial supply of nitro- 
gen. In one of our experiments upon per- 
manent wheat, 8,000 pounds of sulpbate of 
potash and the same quantity of super- 
phosphate of lime have been applied to 
one acre of land during the last thirty- 
eight years; almost the whole of this 
amount is now lying in the soil within 
reach of the crops, but unavailable for the 
use of the plant, owing to the absence of 
soluble nitrogen. Plants then derive their 
nitrogen principally from nitrate of lime 
formed from the organic nitrogen existing 
in the soil; but if a larger amount of pro- 
duce be required than this nitrate is com- 
petent to supply, recourse may be had to 
nitric acid in the form of nitrate of soda, or 
ammonia, or organic nitrogen, and the 
value of these substances is, in some de- 
gree, in proportion to the readiness with 
which they are converted into nitric acid. 


The general idea that nitrate of soda acts 
asa stimulant to vegetation is incorrect. 
The action of nitrate of soda is due to the 
fact of its furnishing plants with one very 
important element of their food, nitric acid; 
the soil furnishes the same substance, but 
not always in sufficient quantities, and the 
question as to when it will be profitable to 
employ so costly a substance, is one that 
cannot be answered without a full knowl- 
edge of all the circumstances of the par~ 
ticular locality. 

My experiments show that, even when 
little or no loss of nitrogen takes place 
from washing, a very considerable propor— 
tion of the amount supplied is not recov- 
ered in the crop; it is evident, therefore, 
that in the States, where nitrate is as costly 
as it is in England, and where a lower 
range of prices prevails for farm crops, 
some caution must be used in its applica- 
tion,

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has remained firm all the week and 
closes at the quotation given in our last. The 
continued high prices limits business as other oils 
are to be had much less. The advance in greases 
has caused a corresponding rise in prices of the 
off-grade oils and they are much higher than at 
this time last week. The demand for No. 1 
is good, and a large business could be done 
but the scarcity of stock limits the production. 
For extra No. 1 there is not mueh demand, as the 
prices now demanded are too near those quoted 
for prime. No. 2is neglected. We quote prime 
96@97e, as to quantity; extra No. 1, 85@90e, No. 
1, 75@78e, and No. 2 nominally 55@60c accord- 
ing to grade. 

Tallow oil is scarce and in demand. Prime 
Western is higher, and is not now obtainable 
below 78c. There is no city re-pressed offering. 
The low grades are also scarce, and are very 
firm. No. 1 Western jobs at 71@75c, according 
to quantity and seller. 

In manufactured sperm oil a farther advance is 
reported, owing to the higher prices demanded 
for crude. The demand is good, but there is no 
special activity, the sales making being entirely 
in a jobbing way. We quote $1 02@1 05 for 
natural winter, $1 07@1 10 for bleached winter, 
98c@$1 for present make natural, and $1 03@ 
1 05 for present make bleached. 


Mar.ufactured whale oil may also be quoted 
higher in sympathy with the increased cost of 
crude. The demand continues good but it is 
wholly ina jobbing way. The quotations now 
are 60c for natural winter, 62@63c for bleached 
winter, 65@66c for extra bleached northern, 58e 
for present make natural and 60@61c for present 
make bleached. Elephant has been advanced to 
73@75e for bleached winter and 68@70c for nat- 
ural winter. Bleached winter seal ts now offered 
in this market at 70c. 

Crude menhaden oil has been active the past 
week and large sales have been made, though 
full particulars have not transpired. — The sales, 
so far as can be ascertained, represent 2000 bbis 
of good merchantable to seleeted light, divided 
into four lots, the largest of which was a parcel 
of 900 bbls. The prices paid, It is thought, 
were from 37@39c, the higher price being for the 
best oil. Stocks are larger than generally sup- 
posed, but manufacturers are mot inclined to 
grant concessions, believing oil to be cheap at 
38@39e. Reports from the fishing fleets at work 
between Barren Island and Cape May state that 
the fish are plentiful and large catches are being 
made. 

The manufactured oils have a fair jobbing de- 
mand but prices do not advance, and consider- 
able difference is noticed between the prices 
quoted by the various pressers. We hear of 
sales of 80 bbls light pressed at 42c and 125 bbls 
dark pressed at 41c, but other makers are quot- 
ing 44c forthe former and 42c for the latter. 
Bank is quoted ata range of 38@4lc according 
to seller, and straits at 40@42c. Bleached is un- 
changed but hasa fair jobbing demand. For 
seasonable oll 47c is asked, and for winter 48@ 
49c according to quantity. 

Cod oil is still offering at low prices, but at- 
tracts little attention. The only sales we heard 
of were of a few jobbing lots at the outside quo- 
tations given below. Round lots can probably 
be bought at 39c for domestic and 40c for New- 
foundland, but these prices seem to offer no in- 
ducement tothe buyer. Jobbers continue to 
quote 42@45c for doniestic and 43@47c for Lab- 
rador, reporting sales at these prices. 

Sod oil sells toa moderate extent in a jobbing 
way and prices remain steady and unchanged, 
There have been sales reported of 75 bbis English 
at 550 and 100 bbls domestic in lots at 55@60c. 
French degras is held at 9@10c and English at 
33%4@4c. Small sales are reported at these prices. 

Saponified red oil is very firm at the advance 
noted in our last. City is very scarce and the 
market is about bare of western. We only know 
of one small lot of the latter now offering. Both 
are quoted at 60c. The extreme views of hold- 
ers restrict business, and we have heard of little 
doing the past week. Elaine is firm at 50c and is 
in good demand. We note sales of 100 bbis at 
the quotation. 

Neatsfoot oil of good quality is difficult to 
obtain, and prime would readily bring 90c. Any- 
thing approaching prime is eagerly sought after 
and commands a good price... There is a good 
deal of low grade stock offering at low prices, 
and oil claimed to be prime is offered at 80c, but 
none of it comes up to the ideas of buyers and it 
remains unsold.

The sales have been 1,600 bbls for manufacture 
at 90c, and 50 bbls. for manufacture at 87}¢c, the 
latter slightly inferior. The market éloses very 
firm, 924¢c having been offered and refused. 

The crude whale ofl market also has been very 
active during the past week, with an upward 
tendency. The sales have been 1450 bbls. Arctic 
at 55c. and 280 bbls. Southern at 51}¢c to 52c, all 
for manufacture. The market closes firm with 
holders views 60c for Arctic, of which there is 
an extremely small stock in first hands. 

New process sea] oil is comparatively a new 
thing in this market. About ten years ago it was 
imported into this country, butit did mot pay as 
other oils could be bought lower, or as low as it 
could be laid dowm: Recently several hundred 
barrels of crude seal were imported on the 
strength of the high prices ruling for lard oil and 
the prospect of higher prices for crude whale. 
Messrs. Geo. Delano & Co. now offera new pro- 
cess seal vil, at 70c. It is'a handsome water 
white sweet oil, and will stand about 30 to 35°. 
New process seal oil is the crude ojl sweetened 
by treatment with steam and alighitly bleached to 
improve its color. It is then iced, by which 
means it is made to stand a low weather test. 
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has got away with it in the matter of oil exchange 
business. Dealers there note with some surprise 
the increasing transactions of the Bradford Ex- 
change and the daily papers which pretend to 
give the actual sales at that point daily add 25 
per cent to the total amount for those sly trans- 
actions that are supposed to occur to a greater

In May last the 
main building of the works was destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of over $120,000, and the present 
fire will increase the amount by an additional 
$200,000. The present fire is incendiary in its 
nature, it having been started by three children 
who built a fire against the outside wall of one 
of the buildings used by the company as a cor-

Mineral Wax in New Zealand. 


A large deposit of crude paraffin, or 
mineral wax, was discovered near Gisborne, 
New Zealand, last May. Mr. J. H. Stubbs, 
chemist at Port Jackson, after an examina- 
tion of samples, reports the following as au 
approximate analysis: 

‘* Paraffin 50, kerosene 10, light oils 10, 
heavy oils 20, earthy matter 10 per cent. 
The above is more remarkable for the al- 
most total absence of tar, which is present 
in all petroleum. The present market 
price of paraffin is £80 per ton, and as the 
deposit appears to be extensive, it could be 
utilized at once without any costly ma- 
chinery. Paraffin is chiefly obtained from 
the shales of Scotland and the more valu - 
able petroleums of the States. There is 
only one other district in the known world, 
Galicia, where it is found crude under the 


name of ozokerite, and in such a state of 


purity as that recently discovered in our 
midst.” 


Mr. Stubbs has evidently not heard of 


the large deposits of mineral wax discov- 
ered in Utah a year or two ago.—Sci. Amer.

The Late Samuel Downer. 

Mr. Samuel Downer, president of the 
Downer Kerosene Oil Co., and one of the 
pioneers of the petroleum refining busi- 
ness, died at his residence in Boston on 
Monday of last week, aged 74 years. He 


died in the house in which he was born 
and which had been _ his lifelong home. 
Mr. Downer had been one of the most 
progressive merchants of Boston, and his 


name is intimately associated with some of 
the most important enterprises of that 
city. The character of the man is perhaps 
best expressed by the estimate placed upon 
him by those who had known him more 
intimately in a business and social way. 
At a meeting of the petroleum refiners and 
dealers of Boston, held at the office of Mr, 


Benjamin Vaughan, on Tuesday at 12 


o'clock, to take into consideration the death 


called to order by Mr. Vaughan, who was 
also chosen to preside, and Mr. William H. 
Canterbury elected secretary. After re- 
marks on the characteristic traits of Mr. 
Downer and the esteem in which he was 
held by the members of the petroleum in- 
terests, the following resolutions, offered 
by Mr, Alden Speare, were unanimously 
adopted :

Petroleum Barrel Paints. 


Among the enterprises that have sprung 
up within comparatively a few years, that 
of preparing paints for petroleum barrels 
has gained considerable prominence. The 
industry is a distinct branch of the paint 


trade, though the appliances used in pre- 


paring the colors for the market are not 
matezially different from those employed 
in other departments of paint manufac- 
ture. The base of these paints is, usually, 
oxide of zinc,as this pigment is better 
edapted for the purposes to which the 
paint is applied than white lead or any 
similar substance. With this base are 
ground different colors, the most popular 
of which are blues, browns and yellows. 
Among the largest manufacturers of this 
class of paints is the Long Island Paint 
and Color Works, of wLich Mr. Geo. H. 
Hopper is proprietor, whose factory at 
Long Island City we had recently the pleas- 
ure of inspecting, under the guidance of 
Mr. Jas. G. Newcomb, the manager of the 


works. The building is situated on Tenth 
street, at a convenient distance from the ca- 
nal, thus giving them facilities for receiving 
stock and 
goods. The factory is a three-story build- 


shipping the manufactured 


ing covering a space 100x465 feet, and is di- 
vided into departments, where the various 
processes are carriedout. The department 
in which the colors used for tinting the 
paints are manufactured is a room 30 feet 
long and 45 feet wide. Along araised plat- 
form at either side of this room are ar- 
ranged the vats, eight in number, in which 


the color is manufactured with the aid of 


chemicals. Beneath each of these vats is 
an oval tub ten feet long and six feet deep. 
As the color comes from the vats it is re- 
ceived in these tubs and thoroughly 
washed with water to extract thse acid 
used in iss manufacture. The water is 
then drawn off and the color falls to the 
filters in a room below, and here it remains 
until the water is drained off, when it is 
conveyed into several copper pans occupy- 
ing the middle of the room and represent- 
ing about 30 square feet of drying surface. 
From these pans, after drying, it is con- 
veyed toa front room in the second story, 
when it 1s ground with oil in a large mill. 
From here it is run into a mixer in the 
room immediately below, and trom this it 
is distributed to six small mills, which 
grind it exceedingly tine. In the second 
story, front room, are also five other 
mixers; two of which are used for 
mixing the zinc oxide with oil and the 
others for mixing the colors with the base, 
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When the paint is thoroughly mixed it is 
let down to the next floor, where it is re- 
ceived into the grinding mills, correspond - 
ing to the number of mixers. From these 
mills itis received directly into the bar- 
rels, a plan which, we believe, these works 


alone follow, and which renders unneces- 


sary a great deal of handling. As the bar- 
rels are filled through the bung-holes, 
there is no necessity for loosening the 
hoops, such as other methods of filling en- 


tail, and, consequently, they do not re- 


quire as much attention from the couper. 


In the rear of the factory is a smaller 
building in which the paint is prepared in 


liquid form for such customers as prefer 
itthus. It is first mixed with varnish in 
two mixers of 200 gallons capacity each, and 


is then drawn off into two reseivers, with a 
combined capacity of 1200 gallons. In 


these it is again mixed, and is then drawn 


off into barrels. The motive power for the 
works is supplied by a 40-horse power 
engine, and three large boilers, represent- 
ing 100-horse power, supply the steam and 
heat. The works have ample facilities for 
receiving and storing stock and empty 


barrels in a large yard on the north side of 


the factory and a shed 30 by 35 feet and 18 


feet high on the opposite side of the build- 
ing. The works have a capacity of 1400 
pounds per day.

Finding it impossible to control the bus- 


iness through collusion with the transpor- 
tation lines, or with oil inspectors, the 
Standard Oil Co. has undertaken to shut 
off the supply of barrels from outside re- 
finers. The Pittsburgh Leader says that it 
is reported that the Standard has madea 
contract with all the coopers to take all the 
product of their manufacture for sixty 


duys, and also a corner in staves has been 
gotten up and the brokers cannot fill their 
contracts. The object is to force a sur- 
render of the refineries outside of the mo- 
nopoly. A contract has also been entered 
into with the workhouse management 
by which all the barrels made there will be 
taken by the Standard. It is considered 
mean on the part of the workhouse officials 
to maké stich a contract, inasmuch as the 
Standard stuck them two yearsago. After 
making a contract to take their barrels, it 
compelled them to use an inferior quality 
of English hoop iron, causing numerous 
breakerages and the manufacture to cost 
more. The Standard refused to take the 
barrels off their hands, and outside refin- 
eries let them out, finding nothing wrong 
with them. 

Mr. D. P. Reigbard, of the Empire re- 
finery, said that at present nothing could 
be done, but in the course of a few weeks 
they would build a factory to manufacture 
their own barrels, and that operations had 
already been begun to thatend. Outsid- 
ers, or those not connected with the Stand- 
ard, say that Senator McNeill was instru- 
mental in getting the contract put through 
at the workhouse. Senator McNeill de- 
nied emphatically thathe had worked ig 
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the interests of the Standard Company in 
the matter, but said that having more 
leisure than the other members of the 
board, he did most of the work in making 
the bargain. He said that Mr. Wheeler, 
an agent of the Standard Company, was the 
only one who bid for barrels, and that he 
offered $1.20, but the board demanded 
$1.25, and a compromise was effected at 
$1.23 per barrel. There was no bidder 
but the Standard. They will not use more 
than three-fuurths of the product this year, 
and the remainder can be bought by any 
one who may wish. He said that in 1879 
the board was forced to sell to the Standard 
or allow the barrel factory to shut down, 
and the only condition on which it would 
buy was that English iron be used, of 
which it had a large stock on hand. Last 
year the local demand outside the Standard 
would not have been sufficient to keep the 
factory running two weeks. No Engl:sh 
hoop iron will be used. The action of the 
board in making the contract was unani- 
mous. 

From a conversation with Mr. Willock 
this morning it seems that it will not affect 
them greatly. There are only three out- 
side refineries in this district, the Waverly, 
the Bear Creek and Reighard’s. Mr. Wil- 
lock says the Waverly has enough barrels 
on hand to last until the first of November. 
Mr. Willock understood that Mr. Reighard 
would make his own barrels, and that if 
the other two refineries were short he 
could supply them. As to Mr. MeNeill’s 
statement that there were no bidders for 
the work-house barrela but the Standard, 
he said, is not correct, that he (Mr. Wil- 
lock) had gone himself to the work-house 
and coaxed him to let him have barrels; 
nobody knew, he said, that there were to 
be bidders for the work-house barrels uutil 
the Standard had made a contract, which 
shut the others out, he believed that Mr. 
Kennedy was disposed to what was fair, 
but the Board held a meeting and did as 
they pleased, and the published statement 
that the Standard would not use more than 
three-fourths of the barrels made at the 
work-house could not be true, because 
they (the Waverly Company) had 1,000 bar- 
rels coming to them on an old contract, 
and when they wanted 200 additional bar- 
rels they could not get them. It was true 
that the Standard had also made sixty days 
contract with the principal coopers, but 
this contract, he said, had been made 
through Mr. Gillespie, and the coopers did 
not know who were to get the barrels. Be- 
sides that, they had agents out all over the 
country buying up old barrels, the object 
being to run up the price so that the out- 
side refinerr, who they knew would do the 
same, would have to pay more for their old 
barrels than the Standard would for the 
new ones contracted for. 

However, taking one consideration with 
another, the outside refiners do not seem 
to be scared much on the barrel business. 
It will inconvenience them, but not hamper 
their operations to the extent intended.

Defects in the Petroleum Producers’ 
Report. 

While the reports of the petroleum pro- 
ducers as to stocks and production have 
borne the impress of reasonable accuracy, 
there has always been a doubt as to their 
entire correctness, because of the com- 
pilers being dependent to some extent 
upon the United Pipe lines for figures. 
In reterring to this matter the Bradford 
Star says it “has maintained ever since the 
producers’ stock reports were first issued 
that, so far as estimating production is 
concerned, they are almost useless. The 
compiler and the committee have done 
good word, but it strikes us they should 
extend their labors some distance beyond. 
The trade is yet at the mercy of the United 
Pipe Lines for data from which to caleu- 
late production. And of what benefit are 
reports if at least an approximate estimate 
of production cannot be reached? The 
Pipe Line runs are taken as recorded daily 
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The decline in the 10,580 wells amounted 
to half a barrel to each well during the 
month which is unprecedented in the his- 
tory of Bradford. The new wells com- 
pleted make 3,786 barrels, which after de- 
ducting the half barrel as stated from the 
10,580, is added to the production, making 
the total for Bradford 58,208. 

We are enabled therefore to present a 
complete table of wells and production 
for the entire region for August as follows:

Mr. J. C. McMullen, of Bradford, com- 
piler of the producers report of operations, 
has prepared his preliminary report forthe 
month of September, which has been ex- 
amined and approved by a committee of 
producers.

The market has not been very active since our 

last report, though a fair demand Is to be noted 
Goods continue to move, but not sufficiently to 
dispoge of the large quantities which have been 
coming in for the past few weeks, and with these 
coming on the market there is a disposition on 
the part of sellers to meet buyers, and an casier 
tone is to be reported in some descriptions. Ash 
seems to be pressing while caustic and sal goda 
are well maintained. Rather more demand is 
looked for shortly, as all the glassmakers are 
gradually resuming operations.

sellers, Quotations vary according to brand, and 
while some lots are obtainablé at 13¢c others can- 
not be had below 155c, while for small 
orders up to 160c is wanted. High test isun- 
changed and round lots can still be had at 1}¢c 

and 1 55c for small parcels. The sales are 100

Caustic soda 60% is somewhat firmer, and with 
small offerings sellers are not disposed to accept 

bids unless at full figures. The lowest we hear

The 
fruit, which has a green color, is collected, 
dried in the sun, and produces a pretty oil 
of the color of greenish-brown, solutle in 
ether. This oil is obtained for food, and 
not, since the introduction of kerosene, for 
producing light. It is made into sweet 
cakes, and often takes the place of butter. 
The writer himself used these cakes without 
knowing the difference, The mastic of 
Chios furnished from this fruit is cften 
mistaken for this product. For twenty 
years the product of Chian turpentine has 
been next to nothing, because the price wes 
too low to pay for collecting it. Some 
Smyrna pharmacists and of the adjacevt 
islands use the turpentine in their medicinal 
plasters. A quantity is on the way to 
Europe, to Engiand especially, and to 
Austria next—Paris wants none of it—but 
most of this is Venetian turpentine. This 
demand of late has astonished the inhab- 
itants of Chios. 


Explesive Combinationsin Pharmacy.

of silver to the essence of bitter almonds 
has also caused ignition. A mixture of the 
hypophosphate of lime with chlorate of 
p-tassa with the lactate of iron has been 
tollowed by an explosion.

The dye market the past week ha3z been less 
active than during the one previous, owing to 
the death of the President and the events subse- 
quent thereto, but a fair general trade has been 
done. Certain lines, however, report no deerease 
in the demand, particularly extracts. Manufac- 
turers throughout the country are very busy,and 
a large and continuous demand may be antici- 
pated. The firm. tone noticed for some time 
past continues and better prices generally are 
being realized. Extract logwood is firmer. cutch 
and gambier continue weak; potato starch is 
higher and scarce. 

Indigo has exhibited considerable actity during 
the past week, buyers evincing more disposition 
to meet holders’ views, which are still 
very firm and advancing. Bengals have found 
sale during the week to the extent of 36 
cases in lots at an advance of 10@l5c per lb 
over previous askings, and in presence of short 
stocks, the advance will probably be maintained. 
Guatemalas continue dull and we have no sales 
to report. Stocks are very low, only amounting 
to about 125 ceroons. Prices, however, have an 
upward tendency in sympathy with Bengals, 
and the range for all grades is now 90c@$1 25. 
The soft kinds meet with fair attention at un- 
changed prices. 

Cochineal does not appear to recover from the 
inactivity which has prevailed for some time 
past,and the market may therefore be written 
dull. Silvers are scarce. Stocks are constantly 
augmenting, and 1100 ceroons are now held. 
Prices have suffered a further decline, and Hon- 
duras silvers are now quoted at 40@44c, blacks 
40@A4c, Teneriffe silver 40@43c, blacks 40@43c, 
Mexican 35@36c. 

Cutch has been in only fair request during the 
week under review, and the continuance 
of large stocks has a tendency to depress prices. 
Sales are reported as low as 55¢c and from this 
to 534c would doubtless buy a lot ex-ship. We 
have sales of 500 bales ex store at better than 
6c, other transactions are small and for immedi- 
ate wants. We quote 54@6ix¢c. 

Sicily sumac is not wanted except in a retail 
way, no large buyers as yet coming forward. 
Sales aggregate but 150 bags at $75. Stocks on 
spot are full. 

Gambier has not been particularly active the 
past week, though sales of a few hundred bales 
are reported at’ weak figures. The supply con- 
tinues large and 3544@37%c would doubtless buy, 
but small lots are jobbed at about 4c, 

Bichromate of potash is passing through the 
annual attempt on the part of outside holders to 
boost up prices. From 16@18c is quoted by 
them with sales made between those figures, but 
the manufacturers, particularly of American 
continue to quote freely to dealers at 154c. and 
will take orders for future delivery at that fig- 
ure. The warm weather has prevented manu- 
tacturers from chrystalizing mucn bichrome, and 
stocks are therefore reduced, which factis taken 
advantage of by speculators to advance the 
price on lots in their hands, Cool weather will 
however, see an immediate drop to the old fig- 
ures, and possibly a decline from manufacturers’ 
present rates. Scotch is also scarce, and is held 
by the manufacturers’ agents at about 16c. The 
speculative demand for both is active, but con- 
sumptive wants are not increased. 

Starch is in the same position as at the date of 
our last. Holders of corn are very firm at 3744@ 
+4c in barrels and boxes, but the demand is only 
moderate. Potato is higher and now firmly held 
at 5c owing tothe partial failure of the potato 
crop in certain sections of the country. A better 
demand is noticed. 

Sago flour meets with only fair attention, and 
owing to the short supply on spot is firmly held 
at 354@3%40. We get sales of 50 bgs at 3h¢c. 

Yellow Prussiate of potash continues firm, ow- 
ing to a scarcity of spot stock, but no advance is 
yet to be noticed in prices. Quotations are still 
23@24ce according to quantity and brand and 
sales of 35 cks are reported at these figures, Red 
jobs at 5144@53¢, 

Annatto seed remains in the same position as 


when we last wrote. Demand js of a retail na

ture and prices are easy in the presence -of good ! 
supplies. We continue to quote 94@10Ke. 

Madder has been slightly more active the past 
week than for some time past though sales are all 
of a retail nature. Prices are said to be firmer 
but are not quotably higher and we continue to 
name 744@l0kc for Dutch and 34%@5c for 
French, 

Anilines are in active demand, but no advance 
in price is to be noted. 

Cudbear and archil in a jobbing way find a fair 
outlet, but the demand is not active. Stocks of 
the former are full, but the latter is in only mod- 
erate supply. Prices are unchanged. and we 
continue to quote 12@18c for cudbear and 14@ 
16¢ for archil. 

Dyewoods are in good demand, and some con- 
siderable lots are moving. Prices are without 
change and low, and we learn of no disposition 
to alter quotations, though shadings from our 
prices would doubtless be made on a large lot. 
Logwood is active but fustic is slow.
